The  iliseonragenii'iit.s  here  Rihuli'd  fo, 
were  prinei|>ally  foniided  on  the  iioforions 
f.iel,  that  eommniiiiy  was  iierpetnally  under 
eoidriliniiim  for  similar  pnrpo«es.  -A  se¬ 
ries  of  rails  for  eoiitrihiitioiiM  liad  long  Ibl- 
lowed  each  other,  till  eliarily  had  nearly  ex¬ 
hausted  its  sy  mp.athy  and  its  liberality.  And 
seeing  the  manner  in  which  thescr  donations 
were  iipplital — that  they  were  eiiiploy»!il  to 
emsh  a  fris'  and  manly  sjiirit  in  the  youth, 
.and  to  render  them  the  suhmissive  and  ser¬ 
vile  insirnnicnls  of  the  policies  ofa  party, 
the  lihrnif  nnd  riili<rhtrttril  were  little  dis- 
poRT’d  again  to  tax  their  eliarily  for  the  en- 
conragemciil  of  a  new  Literary  eslahlish- 
miMii, 

Let  these  men  recollect  that  ihi’V  have 
heretofore  given  not  for  their  own  iMMielif, 
not  for  the  eiuise  of  lilx^ral  principles,  hut 
for  the  enconragement  of  those  Avho  in  gen¬ 
eral,  had  eoniemned  anil  spared  no  pains  to 
siifipn-ss  all  freeilom  oftliiHight  and  opinion, 
and  all  inile(iendeii('e  of  action  !  Let  ihein 
ask,  if  it  is  not  time  they  did  something  for 
theinselies,  and  for  the  enronragenient  of 
more  eiilargiNl  views  and  feelings  ?  whether 
they  have  not  fisl  mid  furnished  the  enemy 
long  enough?  and  whether  they  can  pre¬ 
fer,  any  longer,  to  entail  upon  the  rising 
generation,  the  degradation  from  which  it 
is  in  their  power  to  rt^scue  them  ? 

.No  fart  is  more  obvious,  than  that  most 
of  the  existing  seminaries  of  siaeiiec  in  our 
eountry,  are  a  full  renlury  htdiind  the  age 
in  wliieh  we  live.  They  are  estahlished 
n]H»ii  prin('i[iles.  and  governed  by  regula¬ 
tions,  as  iiieoinpatihle  with  the  spirit  of  an 
enlighlenoil  age,  ns  they  are  inionsistenl 
with  the  prineii»lps  of  our  free  inslitiilion.s. 

'J'he  remedy  for  tln*se  evils  is  in  the  hands 
of  an  intelligent  eommnnify — it  has  only  to 
Ih*  as  willing  to  remove  them,  as  it  has  been 
ready  to  aid  their  establisluiieni,  nnd  its 
hopes  will  be  crowned  with  romi>letc  stic- 
ei'ss.

CoiutUutim  of  Ptnn$i)lranim. 

We  had  intended  to  offer  a  few'  remark.'*  on 
the  alio\e,  in  addition  to  the  remarks  of  a  ror> 
respiindcnt  in  the  Berks  and  S<-liu_vlkill  Journal, 
copied  into  our  last.  But  after  a  busy  tour  of 
about  170  miles,  and  eij^lit  days  ahsenee  from 
business  constantly  aeenrnulutinir,  \vc  forgot  it 
until  Ion  late.  We  now  sliull  briefly  attend  to 
it,  lor  the  benefit  of  our  patrons  in  Pennsy  Ivania. 

1.  It  is  a  negative  clause.  It  di.s<pialitles  no 
oiu.  In  accordance  with  the  declaration  of 
rights,  preceding  it,  it  merely  declares  that 
whosoever  believes  in  o  Supreme  Being,  and  a 
future  state  of  rewards  and  puni.ihments  shall 
not  be  dtsipialified,  whatever  else  he  may  be¬ 
lieve  on  other  points. 

2.  To  bear  on  Uiiiversalists  and  others  it 
should  be  positive.  It  should  be  a  duqnalily’- 
ing  clause.  It  should  state  that  ‘‘  whosoever 
did  not  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being  and  a  future 
state  of  rewards  and  punishments,'*  bhotild  be 
disqualified  from  holding  office. 

3.  If  it  excludes  Universal IkIs,  it  will  al.-o ex¬ 
clude  Calvinists — in  short,  all  who  believe  that 
heaven,  or  the  eternal  life  bi-yond  the  grave,  “  is 
not  of'  works  lest  any  man  should  boast” — “  it  is 
the  g’Jtot  (Jo«l” — is  not  of  rnrard,  or  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  debt,  but  of  grat-e.  This  is  evident,  for 
to  such  the  life  beyond  the  grave  is  not  a  re¬ 
ward,  neither  is  the  suffering  punis/ime/i/,  sti  ii’t- 
ly  spi-akiiig,  but  the  infliction  of  misery  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  sovereign  will  of  (iisl,  and 
not  merely  for  the  works  of  the  creature.  Let, 
all  such,  then,  beware  how  they  construe  the 
section,  lest  they  exclude  thctnsilrrs  from  hold¬ 
ing  olRce  I 

4.  The  evident  meaning  of  tho  section  i.s  giv¬ 
en  by  “  Freeman.”  Its  ineaning  is  evidently, 
wh«.i  taken  in  conneviun  with  what  precedes 
it,  that  although  Nevv-Jerscy  might  exclude  the 
Ca/Aolirs,  and  Maryland  the  Jtirs,  from  hold¬ 
ing  office,  yet,  in  I’eiinsy Ivania  “  no //rrson  who 
acknowledges  the  being  of  a  (iod,”  (me.aning 
any  Supreme  Being,)  "aiul”  (in  connexion 
with  this) ‘‘a  future  state  of  rewards  A.NI) 
piinisliineiits”  (i.  c:  tint  man  will  bo  punish¬ 
ed  iia//rc\vardeil  accordingto  his  d.  e.ls,)  ‘‘shall, 
on  account  of  his  religious  sentiments,”  (vvlieth- 
er  hello  Pauan  or,  .M.ihomniedan,  Jew,  (latlio- 
lic  or  Pi'otestiuit,)  “  be  dib'ipmlifu'd  to  hold  any 
oflice”  &  c.  We  defy  any  man  to  iinke  it  mean 
either  more  or  less  tliaii  the  above.  .'\ml  vve 
furtlier  assert,  that  it  w  ill  go  further  towards 
excluding  one-half  of  the  Orthodox  sects,  on 
tiuir  own  grounds,  than  it  will  towards  exclud¬ 


ing  any  other  people— excepting, /irrAiips,  (and 
onJij  [lerhaps, )  the  .\thei.sts,  whodo,  vve  lielieVe, 
hold  to  the  rertain  punislimcnt  of  vice. 

5.  That  Uiiiversalists  are  not  excluded  by  this 
sci-tion,  is  evidently  the  opinion  of  the  succes¬ 
sive  legislotivtt  bodies  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
have  admitted  among  them,  as  members,  per¬ 
sons  who  were  open  and  avowed  Universal- 
ists.  This  invariable  practice  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  should,  vve  tliiiik,  settle  the  matter  forever. 
If  it  will  not,  then  let  seme  Calvinistic  *‘ Chris¬ 
tian”  bring  the  point  before  a  higher  tribu¬ 
nal,  and  see  if  be,  himself,  suppo-siiig  his  con¬ 
struction  be  allowed,  will  not  be  first  e.xchid- 
ed  by  his  own  Constitutional  test  of  religious 
qualifications.  (1.

There  is  something  peculiarly  affecting  in  the 
separation  of  Lot  from  his  brother  .'Xbruham, 
and  particularly  in  the  pure  ehapumco  and  just 
sentiments  expressed  by  the  latter  on  that  occa¬ 
sion.  When  their  substance  boi-nnie  so  great 
that  they  could  not  dwell  together,  and  strifl) 
aro.«c  between  the  licrdsinen  of  their  respeetive 
cattle,  .Abram — the  generous,  affectionate  and 
faithful  .Abram — lifted  up  his  voice  in  the  affect¬ 
ing  tones  of  entreaty  and  brotherly  love,  and 
said  unto  Lot,  ‘‘Let  there  be  no  strile,  1  pray 
thee,  between  me  and  th«!e,  and  betvve<-ii  my 
lierdmeii  and  thy  lierdnien  :  for  we  arebrei/tren. 
Is  not  the  whole  land  Udbre  thee  7  Separate 
thyself,  I  pray  th  !e,  from  me  :  if  tho.i  wilt  take 
the  left  hand,  then  1  will  go  to  the  right ;  or  if 
thou  depart  to  the  right  hand,  then  I  will  go  to 
the  left.” 

Our  readers  will  perceive  by  this  day's  pajicr 
that  the  substance  of  oiir  brethren  has  lieroiiie 
so  great  in  the  Fast  that  they  r.an  no  longer  dwell 
together  in  the  common  bonds  of  tellowship 
vvitliout  strife  among  the  herdsmen,  and  they 
have,  in  part  at  least,  formeil  separate  .Associa¬ 
tions  in  .Ma.ssaclnisetts.  The  difli-rence  that  di¬ 
vide  them  affect  nut  us,  neither  do  they  enter 
into  the  thoughts  of  the  \evv-Vork  Ciiivcrsal- 
ists.  We  can  vet  live  together  in  the  land. — 
There  is  no  diticrenee  existing  between  the 
lierdsineii  here.  We  fuel  for  both  parties  the 
s.'yne  brotherly  love  as  before.  ^VIlllc  vve  de- 
prwatc  tlieir  difleri’iues  vve  can  fellovvslii|i  both 
;is  brethren,  and  pray  that  tlie  separate  energies 
of  each  liny  priwliiee  the  same  gotal — promote 
the  same  common  cause — aud  bring  the  benight¬ 
ed  children  of  men  into  a  belief  of  the  same 
coniinon  salvation.  While  they /<n!ior  and  snf- 
fi'r  reproach  beieiose  they  trust  in  the  living 
‘‘  liod  who  is  the  tSavioiir  of  all  men,”  in  their 
ilisiinitcJ  or  separate  capacities ;  vv  e,  in  this 
State,  will  “  stainl  fist  in  one  spirit,  with  one 
mind  striving  fnea/Aer  for  the  fiilli  of  the  (los- 
pel.”  Sin  li  we  know  is  the  general  and  iinuni- 
moiis  feeling  and  desire  of  all  our  brethr<‘n  in  this 
State— “y<ir  we  are  lirrthrm"—\\’o  are  lieliev- 
ers  in  the  same  common  salvation— children  of 


the  same  common  Parent.  .Anil,  oh,  m.iy  our 
brethren  of  both  sides,  at  the  Fa.'t,  leincniber 
the  partingVif  .Abram  and  Lot — if  tin  y  cannot 
live  in  peace  together,  let  them  live  in  afl'cctioii 
separated  I  ‘‘Let  there  In-  no  strile  lietvvecii 
them:  for  they  are  brethren.”  ”  Let  urolbi^rly 
love  continue.”  G.

The  writer’s  name  is 
with  us,  and  we  believe  he  is  not  only  able,  but 
willing,  when  calh'd  on,  to  icdei  in  the  pledge 
given  in  the  clo'c  of  the  letter. 

The  first  meeting  wa.s  rditied  witli  .lecoiints 
of  I'nircrsalists  irho  nrrrr  It'irriii  ihr  ihn  trinr, 
renunnring  it  as  a  sonl-dc.'troying  error.  On 
these  tales  were  based  <  alb  for  repe.ntiuce,  ad¬ 
dressed  to  I’niveisalists  anil  others,  with  the 
assurance  that  tin  kingdom,  {not  of  he.  iven  but, ) 
of  hell  was  at  hand.  Alter  three  days  and  four 
iiighUs  the  meeting  broke  up  without gaiiiiugoiie 
proselyte  to  the  doctrine  of  endless  wo  and 
ruin. 

Another  meeting  of  four  days  was  then  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  south  part  of  the  town.  ( )ur 
friend  was  ill,  and  o<c:ision  was  taken,  from 
that  circumstance,  to  report  that  he  liad  changed 


his  fiith  for  distrust,  and  his  hu|>e  for  fear.  But  I 
he  lived  to  rise  from  the  bed  of  illness  and,  in 
|>ersoii,  to  beat  to  pieces,  the.se  weapons  of  the  I 
enemy  of  truth.  A  few  converts  were  gained  ' 
from  their  ow  n  ranks,  at  this  meeting — and  but  j 
u  few. 

This  meeting  was  snereeded  hy  a  third  one, 
ill  the  east  jiart  of  the  town,  where  their  exer¬ 
tions  were  at  last  rewarded  hy  sneress  in  rais¬ 
ing  the  moral  tempest  and  spreading  desolation  i 
round.  Thus  far,  for  the  sake  of  room,  we  have  j 
abbreviated  the  details  of  onr  friend — the  follow-  I 
ing,  however,  is  from  his  own  pen.  lie  speaks  | 
of  the  third  nicceiing.

his  hehali-— hut,  poor  man,  he  found  hut  cold 
comfort  in  the  prayers  of  nnhelicvors ;  and  he 
arose  from  jiruyer  a  religious  inuiiiae,  and  with 
the  fury  of  a  tiger  he  poiinred  upon  the  goo<l 
man  that  had  just  iMscn  pr.iyiiig,  and  gave  him 
u  blow  that  he  will  long  remember!  llisnext 
p.Tsswts  at  the  minister — hut  he,  good  man, 
preferring  a  war  of  words  to  a  war  of  blows, 
deeliti(!d  the  eonihat,  and  had  the  good  fortune 
to  make  sale  his  ri:lreaf.  Every  thing  was  now 
turned  tiqisy-tiirvy— eoiifusion  was  in  every 
part  of  the  house — some  were  running  one  way, 
and  sonic  the  other— at  length  one  of  the  most 
courageous  closed  witli  the  maniac,  and,  in  the 
end,  the  poor  man  w'as  overpowered  and  put 
in  close  coiitiiienieiit.
